MEETING OF MUSICAL CLUB 


City Engineer Presents First Map of 
City and it is Adopted by Council — 
Other Business Transacted 
Last Night. 


Excellent Paper Read by Miss Climie 
on the History of Music From its 
Earliest Stages Down to the 
Present Day. 


Sierra Madre has a brand-new oflBcial 
city map. At the meeting of the trustees 
last night the city engineer presented 
for approval a large map of the city 
upon which he has been working for 
some time, and after careful inspection 
by the councilmen it was approved and 
adopted as the official map of the city. 
This will be a great convenience, as 
heretofore there has been no map of 
Sierra Madre. The work will adorn the 
walls of the City Hall. 

Incidentally the trustees allowed bills 
against the city amounting to about $95 
and received report from the tax col¬ 
lector of receipts since the last meeting 
of nearly $500. 

An ordinance of intention to im¬ 
prove Grand View avenue, from Sierra 
Madre avenue to a point 300 feet east 
of Canon avenue, was introduced and 
referred to committee. 

No. 36 to amend Ordinance 3, was also 
referred to committee. 

The committee appointed to confer 
with the officials of the water company 
reported a satisfactory meeting and was 
continued in service to continue the 
negotiations. 

The city attorney was instructed to 
present an ordinance prohibiting plow¬ 
ing or otherwise digging up the surface 
of any street. The matter of milk in¬ 
spection and regulation of dairies and 
horse corrals was brought up by the 
health department, and the matter will 
be looked into. 


The regular meeting of the Woman’s

faculty of the Conservatory of Music of 
Southern California, is one of excep¬ 
tional interest and shows much study 
and exhaustive research. 

She was assisted in the interpretation 
by Mrs. Stevenson at the piano, and 
other members who sang Scotch, 
German and French songs, illustrative 
of the folk-songs of different nations. 
She also presented copies of primative 
scales which led up to the evolution of 
the musical staff of to-day. 

The next meeting will be at the home 
of Miss Hill on Grandin avenue, and 
will be a Bach, Handel program. 

Miss Climie's paper follows: 

"Music, as we know it, belongs to the 
Christian era—practically to the last 
four centuries. Nevertheless, music in 
a considerable degree of development 
as regards melody has existed for 
thousands of years. In China, India, 
Persia, Egypt and especially in Greece, 
scales were established, melody played, 
acoustics investigated. These nations 
all believed music to be of divine 
origin. In India, the gift of music was 
ascribed to Brama, in Egypt the inven¬ 
tion of the lyre was ascribed to the god 
Thaut, who, walking one day by the 
River Nile, took up a tortoise shell to 
which some dried membranes still ad¬ 
hered, accidently set them in motion 
and thus produced musical sound. The 
Greeks have a similar legend. 

"All pre-Christian music was regarded 
as an important element in the cultiva¬ 
tion of the emotions, the intellect and 
the imagination. Theorists studied the 
construction of scales, the making of 
melodies and the different intervals, 
and sometimes curiously similar results 
were reached by nations widely remote 
from each other. For instance, the 
Chinese and Indians seem to have used 
the same hve-toned scale, which is still 
to be found in the ancient music of the 
Celtic nations, such as the Irish and 
Scotch. It is simply our major scale 
with the fourth and seventh left out. 

"The Greeks had an elaborate musical 
system. The first attempts to revive the 
Greek scales resulted in a serious mis¬ 
apprehension of the facts of Greek

With¬ 
out proper advertising, any community 
will attract only the few chance wan¬ 
derers who accidentally discover the 
place. 

Sierra Madre is particularly fortunate 
in location, climate and scenic beauty, 
being one of the most desirable resi¬ 
dence sections in Southern California, 
and the fact should be made known to 
intending settlers. This is what the 
board of trade proposes to do, with the 
assistance of the loyal and public-spir¬ 
ited people of the city.

Their navigation should be main¬ 
tained and improved so as to open the 
marvelously rich valley of California 
to inexpensive traffic, in order to facili¬ 
tate both rate regulation and control of 
the waters for other purposes."

of California has been working and the 
recent trips that have been taken by 
that organization, in connection with 
the Sacramento Drainage Commission, 
on the Sacramento river has been for 
the purpose of further crystalization 
plans for river betterment. On these 
trips much has been learned that will 
be of benefit in outlining the complete 
plan which will be so comprehensive 
as to cover the entire system of Cali¬ 
fornia waterways.

It was thif 
fruit which a colored man and hrothei 
who had satiated his appetite upon it 
declared to be “soothin’, coolin’ and 
fillin ’ ’ 

Surely no edible thing is more so and 
it would bo hard to find three ad 
jectives which more fully describe it? 
qualities. You may say it is delicious 
luscious, grateful to the palate and har 
monizing to the stomach, and you ma;* 
add other descriptive phrases, bu 
“soothin’, coolin’ and fillin’ ’’ covor? 
them all. 

There is some doubt as to where th< 
fruit originated, though horticultura’ 
and scientific authorities are pretty 
well agreed that it is a native of Asia 
probably of India. It is known to have, 
been cultivated for a long time ir 
Egypt, China and Japan, though 
strangely enough it is unknown in mos’ 
European countries, whose people 
thereby miss one of the delights o^ 
living. No person knows how it got t' 
America, but it was probably intro¬ 
duced by some bold voyager who ante¬ 
dated Columbus. 

It does not grow in Spain and the 
fact that it grows spontaneously in 
Southern Asia, though not in the per 
fection that it does in Southern Indiana 
might furnish a clew to the connection 
between the Asiatics and the mourn 
builders of America.
